To the collector this should be a very important 
matter, and wise collectors soon learn where to buy their coins, and 
where not to do so. Mr. Bolender began to collect and study coins 
more than 43 years ago. He is from the old school, and learned to 
classify coins from the Chapmans, Elder, Proskey, and Low, attending 
many of their sales in person. He has studied abroad in most of the 
principal museums of Europe, including the government collections in 
Oslo, Stockholm, Copenhagen, Munich, Dresden, Berlin, Vienna, Paris, 
and the British Museum in London, besides many others. Much has been 
said and written on the subject of condition of coins, in this country, 
in recent years. The matter rests upon the honesty and integrity, and 
the knowledge and experience of the dealer. Mr. Bolender believes 
that a coin should be described exactly and carefully, and the same 
whether he is buying or selling it. In auction his position is neutral 
between the buyer and seller, and every coin is catalogued by Mr. 
Bolender, and never by the consignor. The many years of success with 
these 177 sales would never have come about, without this care. At the 
recent annual convention of the American Numismatic Association last 
August in San Francisco, it was worth the trip to meet no less than six 
prominent collectors who stated that they had bought coins from this 
firm for more than 30 years. Their comments of satisfaction and warm 


friendliness will be remembered. 


When you receive your coins, your comments as to whether you like 
the condition of the coins sent you, or whether you do not, will be 
greatly appreciated. And if anything is not satisfactory, you may be sure 
that Mr. Bolender will fairly consider your case. 


Prices of coins may seem high to some of us to-day. | have experi- 
enced the advance for over 43 years. However, according to the noted 
economist of Harvard University, they will be very much higher in 
the next 30 years. It is encouraging to collectors who often sacrifice 
other things, because of their interest in numismatics. Thus, collectors 
may lay up a fortune, while others not interested, miss the opportunity, 


and most of all, the pleasures. 
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The price list of the 176th sale reveal that several hundred lots in 
the sale sold for more than the estimates of value. We try to give 
conservative estimates of value, not inflated prices that we know are 
twice too high. We appreciate the collectors’ respect in this matter. 
Any bids below the estimates are all welcome too. We realize that 
coins are worth more to some than to others. 


Over 600 bid sheets are received at each sale. Some collectors bid 
on several hundred items. The clerical work is considerable, and we 
appreciate it, if you can get in your bids a week or so before the sale 
date, to avoid the “Christmas rush” just before the sale. 

123 collectors were unsuccessful at the 176th sale. Most of these 
are expecting prices to slump badly, but this has just not happened. 
Nor is it expected by the other 500 collectors, nor by us. We will see 
higher prices for rare coins, and fine antiques, and choice objects of 
art. 


Delivery of catalogues to you is sometimes slow. They are sent more 
than a month in advance of the sale date, by third class mail. In some 
cases they are not delivered until after the sale is over. This is no fault 
of ours, but of the post office department. Tc help us correct this, we 
will appreciate a note on your bid sheet, telling the date that your 
catalogue arrived.
